Beginning his working career at Phoenix Con- 
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solidated School in Yazoo County, Mr. McLendon 
met charming Louise Boyd of Montgomery oay 
who later became his wife. 

The McLendons have two daughters — Mrs. 
Betty Bowen of Natchez, Miss., and Mrs. Jessie 
Claire Trash of Baton Rouge, La. — and three 
granddaughters. 

President McLendon served as superintendent 
of schools at Utica, Hattiesburg and Newton be- 

fore he became the chief executive of Hinds: 
Junior College. 

He has generously used his abilities in leader- 
ship for the improvement of Hinds and the state 
junior college system. With four new buildings 
completed within the past two and one half years, 
Hinds’ assessed evaluation has jumped to over two 
and one half million dollars. 

The basis for the future greatness of this nation- 
ally recognized co-educational institution has been 
laid by our president’s unusual ability and steady 
application for expansion. 

Mr. McLendon has met with tremendous suc- 
cess at getting financial support for Hinds.

The idea of the convention being a ‘summit meeting’ 
started when Premier Khrushchev announced his decision to 
lead the Soviet delegation to ‘spearhead the Communist war 
of words against the United States.’

Rumors are flying with regard to the fact that Mr. Khrush- 
chev is going to make a play for personal meetings with presi-

Geographically speaking, this meeting seems close to im- 
possible, because of the Russian limitation to Manhattan 
Island. The two candidates will have to visit the Premier 
if the meeting takes place. It is doubtful that Khrushchev’s 
desire to. get a first-hand impression of the two presidential 
candidates will be fulfilled.

Nixon’s visit marked the first time in over 100 years that a 
candidate for either political party had invaded Mississippi 


hunting votes. 

Governor Ross Barnett was a poor representative of Mis- 
sissippi’s hospitality when he left the state after a brief ‘wel- 
come to the Vice President. A football game was the ‘pre- 
vious engagement’ which kept Governor Barnett from being 
host to Mississippi’s distinguished guest. 


Mississippi has always voted for the Democratic Party 
with the exception of 1948 when the State voted the States’ 
Rights ticket. 


However, the Vice President received a rousing welcome 
in the capital city last weekend. An estimated crowd of 10,000 
turned out to greet Vice President Nixon and his charming 
wife, Pat.

Cruising along at 100 m.p.h., 
3500 feet above Raymoaf, with 
clouds on all sides, pilot Kennis 
Bryant, Hinds Junior College 
flight and airplane mechanics in- 
structor gave Jewel McNair, 
Eagle editor, and this writer a 
tour of Hinds Junior College 
— airbound. 


The airplane, a Piper Super 
Cruiser, gracefully soared into 
the air from one of the three 
4,000 feet runways at the John 
Bell Williams Airport which is 
owned by Hinds Junior College. 

Pilot Bryant, who has been an 
instructor at Hinds for the past 
10 years, has taught flying for 
eight years at Hinds. 


An artist. in the aif, Mr. 
Bryant sadly revealed, ‘The 
majority of students don’t 
know about our flying program’s 
reasonable rates and opportuni- 
ties.” The lessons are only $7 
an hour. Usually flying lessons run 
about $12 an hour. It takes 50 
hours, 25 solo, and 15 cross- 
country flights to get a private 
operator’s liscense. 

The airport, which consists of 
640 acres has a 135 by 80 feet 
airplane hanger located near the 
runways. A glider for beginning 


students and the airplane mech- 


anics shop are located within the 
hanger. 

As the cruiser breezed above 
the campus, passengers on the 
new venture made a special note 
of how doll-house size the build- 
ings on the campus appeared. 
Raymond Lake resembled just a 
puddle of water in a rich green 
field from 3500 feet up. Hinds’ 
ant-size football team at practice 
amused the viewers in the *blue 
yonder.’ 


Circling the airport Mr. Bryant 
answered several questions about 
the airport and himself. 

He attended Parks Air College, 
a division of St. Louis University,

Mr. Bryant, who is a native 
of Mize in Sullivan’s Hollow 
proudly says that the flight 
school at Hinds Junior College 
is the only such school of its 
kind in Mississippi to offer cours- 
es in flying.

Casey Stengel’s nine has the 
power and glory in Roger Maris, 
Mickey Mantle, and Bill Skow- 
ron and should hold a slight 
edge over Pittsburgh in the hit- 
ting department. But the Pirates 
have gathered enough singles to 
equal New York in run pro- 
duction during the regular sea- 
son. 

Maris, Mantle, and Skowron 
have totaled more home runs 
during the year than the entire 
Pittsburgh starting line-up, but 
right-handed batters like Don 
Hoak, Roberto Clemente, Gino 
Cimoli, and Dick Groat should 
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make up the lack of power in 
singles. 

With Pittsburgh holding the 
edge in the pitching department 
and the Yanks in the hitting, 
the fielding positions are as 
similar as any two in the majors.

The percentage of population gain in the last 10 years shows 
an average of 18 per cent in the three counties. Hinds leads the 
three counties in growth with a 31.2 per cent increase. Rankin is 
second with 17.9 per cent increase, and Warren is third with 5.9 


per cent increase. 


Hinds County’s population jumped from 142,164 in 1950 to 
186,572 in 1960. Rankin increased from 28,881 in 1950 to 33,935 
in 1960, and’ Warren showed an increase from 39,616 in 1950 to 


41,863 in 1960. 


The assessed valuation of the three supporting counties is as 
follows: Hinds $203,983,873.00; Rankin $21,319,013.00; and War- 


ren $41,990,228.00. 


Although not supporting counties, Madison and Yazoo coun- 
ties are in the Hinds district. Students are zoned by the Junior 
College Commission to both Hinds and Holmes Junior College

Other exotic 
items include rubber gloves, oxy- 
gen, cold pills, onions, and phono- 
graph records. 

Groups Order Items 

The majority of these items were 
ordered by the home economics 
department, with the medical of- 
fice, cafeteria, and music depart- 
ment agding to the list.

Several years ago a new-type 
hair grooming technique ignited 
a rage across this country that 
presented a new approach for 
the American barber. It was the 
flat-top. 

It started on the college camp- 
uses of this nation.

Shop. It’s still a fad on most 
of the junior and senior college 
campuses of this state, although 
Hinds is the only college in the 
magnolia state where you can 
get your hair clipped in the 
campus barber shop. 

Barbers Train 

Hinds has a modern barber 
shop with excellent facilities. Ten 
barber students train in the 
state’s only public supported bar- 
ber shop. 

Prospective barbers receive 
nine months training or 37 
weeks in actual practice. Each 
student participates in a one hour 
lecture each morning before start- 
ing the day’s hair clipping. 

The department is unmatched 
in modern technical facilities. 


An array of cutting and sanita- ~ 


tion equipment is available to 
the barbers. The combs and clip- 
pers are placed in an _ ultra- 
violet sterilizer cabinet sterilizer 
located at each chair after use. 

Several different types of ele- 
ctro therapy equipment is used 
to a limited extent by the de- 
partment. When used with dif-

ferent attachments, the equip- 
ment provides several currents. 

The equipment is used to sti- 
mulate blood flow, relax tensions, 
and to remove warts and super- 
flous hair. Little or no pain is 
suffered with the electrical treat- 
ments. 


Hinds’ barber shop has _ in- 
stalled light therapy facilities. 
By use of the infrared light, 
the treatment of acne and dand- 
ruff is made possible. 

Gets Working Knowledge 

In the course of training, the 
prospective barber gets an ex- 
cellent working knowledge of the 
tools needed in barbering. 

The initial study is made of 
the steps and methods of shav- 
ing, proper hair cutting, bone 


and muscle structure of the head, . 


neck and face, and the tissues, 
organs systems, and cells. 

The next study is the nerve 
system and its importance in 


barbering. The study includes © 


lessons in the blood vascular 
system, lymphatic system, res- 
pirtory system, digestive system, 
the skin, scalp and appendages, 
the different types of bacteria, 
hygiene and sanitation, skin dis- 
eases, electricity and light ther- 
apy, elementary chemistry, and 
successful barber shop operation.

Almost one hundred years ago a 
Civil War general marched through 
the building where Hinds Junior 
College’s weekly newspaper is 
printed. 

The historic edifice was a con- 
verted hospital for wounded Con- 
federate soldiers held as prisoners 
by the Yankee forces in Raymond 
during the Civil War. 

The building, over a century old, 
is the home of Raymond’s Keith 
Press. 


Slave Relates Tale 

A Negro slave confided to a 
Yankee guard that there was a 
treasure hidden under the floor of 
the building. That night the guard 
shielded himself with a blanket in 
the back of the building where the 
supposed treasure was hidden and 
chopped a hole in the floor. 

No treasure was found by the 
disappointed guard, but the struc- 
ture still bears the scars of the 
Civil War. 

The crude hole still remains at 
Keith Press and has been covered 
by one of the two large flat bed 
Lee Presses.

Greek Editices Characterize Historic. Hinds

Beauty, modernistic architec- 
ture, and a maximum of training 
characterize the physical and 
material structures of Hinds Jun- 
ior College today. 

However, Hinds in 1917 was 
only an outgrowth of the Hinds 
County Agricultural High School. 
Three buildings held the first 
year’s enrollment of 117  stu- 
dents. A faculty consisting of 
eight members was hired to in- 
struct the: miniature classes. Mr. 
W.-W. Taylor was elected as the 
first president. 


The first year of college work 
was added to the high school 
curriculum in 1922. The first year 
of high school instruction was 
‘discontinued. Four years later 
in 1926 the second year of col- 


lege work was added and Hinds 
Junior College was officially 
born. 
Grants Membership 
In 1928 the college department 
of the school was granted mem- 
bership in the Southern Associa- 
tion of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools. By 1933 the ‘‘Home of 
the Eagles’? had grown to ful- 
fill an enrollment of: 550 stu- 
_ “dents. 


While membership at Hinds 
Junior College was swelling, new 
facilities were being added to 
accommodate the increasing num- 
dormitory were erected. Shops 
were constructed, campus drive- 
ways were paved, and a lighted 
football field were added during 
the expansion program.

This was Philip 
Nolan’s fatal statement on Septem- 
ber 23, 1807. 

More consideration should be 
given to this fictional character 
during this critical period in world 
history. 

Criticism is wonderful. It is our 
privilege and duty as citizens of 
the United States. But, as citizens 
we should also be the first to 
stand up for our country—not 
condemn it as Nolan chose to do. 

There is a great lesson to learn 
from Philip Nolan—love of our 
country. Our love needs to be sur- 
faced for all to see. We must show 
pride in our patriotism. 

It was a pathetically tragic fate 
which was dealt to Nolan—never 
to see or hear the name of the 
United States as long as he so 
lived. 

After his exile he became a 
broken man in spirit. A man dis- 
graced, humiliated, and so alone 
presents a sad depressing picture. 
We feel an inner sympathy for a 
man who, in one statement, loses 
his freedom. 

When he died, May 11, 1863, a 
slip of paper was found in his 
Bible stating: 

“Bury me in the sea; it has 
been my home, and I love it. But 
will not some one set up a stone 
for my memory at Fort Adams or 
at Orleans, that my disgrace may 
not be more than I ought to bear? 
Say on it:— In Memory of Philip 
Nolan, Lieutenant in the Army of 
the United States. He loved his 
country as no other man has loved 
her; but no man deserved less at 
her hands.”

Hangar Work Starts Soon 
At Hinds-Williams Airport

A new hangar is being construc- 
ted at the Hinds Junior College- 
John Bell Williams Airport. The 
new hangar will be 10,000 square 
feet in area. 

The main part of the new build- 
ing will be 80 by 100 feet with a 
20 foot lean-to roof. The lean-to 
roof will run the entire length of 
the building. 

Bids have been presented to the 
college board. The low bidder was 
Thresher Building Company of 
Jackson with a bid of -$16,321.64. 
The vocational department will 
operate the air-craft mechanics and 
flying school from the present han- 
gar. No changes will be made in 
the present flying school. 

Already two tanks have been in- 
stalled for airplane gasoline stor- 
age. The terminal building will be 
renovated and the space will be 
rented to Nygren Flying Service 
of Jackson for offices, display, and 
ground school instructions. _ 

Nysren Flying Service will lease 
the hangar for operation of the 
commercial flying school and the 
servicing of transit airplanes. 
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Mr. Robert M. Mayo, administra- 
tive assistant, states, ‘‘Nygren will 
be authorized to sell gas and oil 
and to perform the services needed 
for transit aircraft and to private 
planes which in the future will be 
stored at the airport. 


‘Activation of the airport is in 
keeping with the intent and purpose 
of the Board of Supervisors of 
Hinds County. When the group 
turned the airport over to Hinds 
in 1948, the administration stated 
that the port would serve the avia- 
tion needs of this area and pro- 
mote general welfare of business 
and industry in the greater Jack- 
son area. 


“Experts and observers in avia- 
tion believe that jet aircraft at 
the new Jackson Municipal Air- 
port will hinder the small places. 
We are further informed that 
small exective planes and student 
flying crafts present hazards to 
jet airliner take-offs and landings. 
We believe that Williams Field will 
experience great amounts of growth 
and flying activity. We'll begin 
within the next two months.’’

Edifice Supplies 
Missing Hub In 
Education Wheel 


Officials at Hinds Junior 
College will see a dream start 
becoming a reality when con- 
struction gets underway on a 
new library building early this 
year. 

The new library, the missing hub 
in Hinds’ educational wheel, is de- 
signed on a long range plan to be 
the ‘center of campus activity. 

Earth will be turned for the first 
unit of the ultra-modern’ library 
building soon after the contract is 
awarded in February. President G. 
M. McLendon and board chairman 
F. M. Greaves of Bolton will man 
the shovels in an informal ground- 
breaking ceremony. 


Slated to cost a quarter of a 
million dollars, the building is 
planned to accommodate 384 stu- 
dents at one time. The first unit 
of the structure is being built with 
$150,000 from a state bond issue 
and $100,000 from local funds. 

President McLendon and adminis- 
trative assistant Robert M. Mayo 
have worked very closely with 
architect Jay T. Little in planning 
the initial unit of the structure. 

Mrs. Virginia M. Riggs, head 
librarian, has contributed many 
ideas to the proposed edifice.

The Fallout Shelter will be located in a 
sub-surface area on the north end of the 
practice football field. Size of the shelter 
will be 10 feet by 10 feet square. 

_State director Crook said that the signing 
of the contract for the local shelter must be 
completed by February 1. The State Civil 
Defense Council will pay $250 for the: con- 
struction of the unit. 


One of the requirements to acquire the 
shelter is to open it to the public for six 
months. After that time the college will 
have complete ownership of the shelter. 

Mr. Wall received President G. M. Me- 
Lendon and Administrative Assistant Rob- 
ert Mayo’s stamp of approval this morning 
before giving Mr. Crook the “go ahead” 
signal on the project. 

The shelter will be built in connection 
with the state office and the office of Civil 
and Defense Mobilization. It will be a pro- 
tective measure from radioactive fallout.

“The contractor is anxious to start construction as soon 
as the weather clears,” President G. M G. M. McLendon said today.

ed on a long range plan to be the 
center of campus. activity. 
Contractor for the project is 
Nickles and wells Construction Co. 
Jay T. Liddell is the architect. 

The contract price for the build- 
ing is $292,481.56. When completed 
and equipped, the total cost of the 
structure will be near one-half mil- 
lion dollars. 

Another study is underway on 
the campus to determine what to 
do with the area of land between 
Northside Dormitory, Westside 
Dormitory, and the College Cafe- 
teria. 

A topographic survey is being 
made by engineers to explore all 
possible uses of the area. The study 
is expected to be completed in the 
spring or early summer. 

It will determine the placement 
and height of the new sidewalks. 
The survey may recommend that 
the tennis courts between the build- 
ings be abolished and turned into 
a flower garden. 

The survey is the first step in a 
10-year plan to eliminate driveways 
in certain areas on the campus in 
an effort to beautify the grounds.

Al- 
though he lacked money to carry 
out his rescue and medical plans, 


he was still very determined to. 


carry out his chief purpose in life. 


He wrote a book called ‘Deliver | 


Us From Evil’? about his exper- 
iences in the struggle for freedom 
of the small Southeastern Laotian 
kingdom. The proceeds from this 
novel totaled $34,00. He followed 
up with a best seller entitled ‘““The 
Night They Burned the Mountain.”’ 

Dr. Dooley died of cancer just 
one day after his 34th birthday. 
To the very end he never ceased 
in completing his efforts for the 
betterment of mankind and the 
blessings of modern medicine to 
persons without hope. He died in 
his sleep in Memorial Hospital in 
New York City. 

His main dream was for peace 
on this earth and preservation of 
peoples health. He toiled in the 
tropical jungles hour after hour 
without pay to make some child 
happy, to heal some minor wound, 
or to perform a major operation 
in one of his many small hut-like 
hospitals scattered across Laos. 

_Dr. Dooley went out of this world 
without pain at the time of his 
death. For the last few years, his 
life was one of unbearable pain 
and torture. His spine was nearly 
severed by the dreaded disease, 
but he never complained until in 
the end he could restrain no longer. 
He departed from this world in 
the happy fantasy of sleep. 

Former President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower had the following to 
say about Dooley: ‘‘It must have 
been a source of heartened grati- 
fication to realize that in so few 
years he has accomplished so much 
for the good of distant peoples 
and have inspired so many others 
to work for all humanity.’’ 

We cannot state it any other 
way: Dr. Tom Dooley was one of 
the greatest Americans in the last 
half-century. He was the idol of 
many Americans, including this 
writer. He believed in his work so 
whole-heartedly that nothing could 
stop him but death. 

He did not relish in his moments 
of triumph as many do today; 
they were only things that assur- 
red him that the people were be- 
hind him. 

Requiescat in pace—for he de- 
served it more than any person 
in many a year.

chief of the Associated Press in 
Kansas City, Mo. He is a brother to 
Mr. J. B. Patrick, Hinds history 
instructor. 

Celebrating its 27th birthday this 
year, the Hindsonian has developed 
into one of the top collegiate news- 
papers in the state. Today the 
Hindsonian has expanded to cover- 
age of national and state news, 
sports previews, features on school 
and campus, editorials, and the 
latest campus happenings. 

Group Does Make-Up 

It is as near professional in 
make-up and layout as a group 
of amateurs can make it. 

The Hindsonian, the state’s only 
weekly junior college newspaper, 
is a pioneer in Mississippi col- 
legiate color journalism. The cam- 
pus weekly printed a full four- 
color picture in the spring of 1957 
for a first in Mississippi and one 
of the first in the country. It has 
printed several since that time. 

The newspaper grew to a four- 
column paper, then in 1958 it be- 
came a five-column regular tab- 
loid size. This is the same size 
as many of the metropolitan daily 
papers of today. 

Flipping through the yellowed 
pages of past Hindsonians you find 
many items of interest to Hinds 
students. The year 1935, with Hinds 
Junior College in its 18th year, saw 
approximately 500 students enrol- 
led, 300 in the college and 200 in 
the high school division. Mr. G. J. 
Cain was president at that time. 

“35 Marks Progress 

Also in 1935, Hinds students were 
filled with pride when they re- 
ceived on the campus the “latest 
Ford model bus,” elaborately 
streamlined and furnishing all the 
comforts of present day traveling. 

The next year, 1936, initiated 
Grady Sheffield as editor-in-chief 
of the Hindsonian. Mr. Sheffield 
is currently serving as manager 
of the campus Frozen Food Locker 
Plant. 

Another editor of the Hindsonian 
was Joyce Herring, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. M. F. Herring, dean of 
instruction. Miss Herring kept the 
Hindsonian mechanism runn- 
ing smoothly. 

Homecoming Day 1939 proudly 
presented itself on November 23. 
In March, 1936, Hinds Junior Col- 
lege was granted a Phi Theta 
Kappa charter. 

Mr. McLendon Takes Over 

Issue No. 1 of 1938 carried a 
front page splash of Hinds’ new 
president—Mr. G. M. McLendon. 

In the meantime, Hinds was 
growing, growing.

With the foundation work 
underway, construction of new 
Hinds Junior College library 
is under way. Caterpillar mach- 
inery levelled the ground for 
the proposed building last 
week. 

The structure, costing a to- 
tal of $250,000, is the latest 
addition to the expanding 
Hinds campus. The building is 
designed on a long range plan 
to be the center of campus 
activity. . 

With an anticipated enrollment 
of 2,000 students in coming years, 
the new library will cover 23,512 
square feet and will make room 
for 40,000 volumes. 


President G. M. McLendon and 
Administrative Assistant Robert M. 
Mayo have worked closely with 
Jay T. Liddle in planning the in- 
itial unit of the structure. The 
library will be constructed so that 
future expansion will permit the 
addition of more rooms and other 
improvements. 


Nickles and Wells Construction 
Co., Inc., of Jackson was the low 
bidder on the modern edifice. The 
company is scheduled to complete 
construction by the last of October. 
With good working conditions and 
ample supply of construction mat- 
erials, the deadline will be reached, 
according to the contractor. 

The structure will accommodate 
384 students at one time. Finances 
are coming from a state bond 
issue and local funds. State bonds 
total $150,000 and local funds 
amount to $100,000. 


Some of the rooms in the struc- 
ture include work, reference, gene- 
ral reading, faculty, class, closed 
stack, student meeting, mechanical 
and storage, and library work area. 

Mrs. Virginia Riggs, head lib- 
rarian, has contributed much to 
the plans and proposals for the 
new building. 

Upon completion of the unit, the 
Hinds College will have completed 
the missing hub in its educational 
wheel.

“We are confident that the general public realizes there 
are stern laws against this type of corrupting activity and 
that other law enforcement agencies throughout the coun- 
try will cooperate with us in bringing to our attention cases 
that require investigation or action,” stated Postmaster Gen- 
eral Day. 

Although there has been no evdence of obscene liter- 
ature through the mails at Hinds, there is always an ever- 
threatening possibility for it to begin. In cooperation with 
the postoffice officials, we should contact them at the first 
sight of any obscene literature in the mail.

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Ex-Marine Officer Attends Hinds; 
Plans ‘To Teach School In Future 


What does one normally do when 
one retires at age 42 after twenty- 
one years and six months in the 
United States Marines? Fish, hunt, 
and .take life easy? Not so, says 
Captain Hubert R. Strong, USMC 
Retired, of Jackson, now a fresh- 
man at Hinds Junior College. Many 
people might not agree, but Cap- 
tain Strong really does believe that 
life is just beginning at forty. 

Captain Strong, better known to 
friends as ‘‘Roy,’’ was. born in the 
Utica vicinity on July 14, 1919. After 
graduating from Midway High 
School in Claiborne county, Roy 
rightly thought that his formal edu- 
cation had come to an end. In 
1939, at the age of twenty, he join- 
ed the Marines as a private, and 
his duty roster from that point 
reads like a TWA travel brochure. 

Parris Island, Quantico, and 
Camp LeJuene were but starting 
points for duty ‘at Guantanmo Bay, 
Puerto Rico, New Zealand, Aus- 
tralia, the Central Pacific, Korea, 
Okinawa, and the Aleutian Islands. 
World War II found Private Strong

starting up the ladder to become 
Captain Strong the hard way. In 
1942 he was at Guadal Canal, at 
New Britain Island in 1944, and 
again that same year at Pelelieu. 

The end of the war brought a 
few peaceful and eventful years. 
While stationed at Quantico, Va., 
in 1946, Roy met and married Naval 
Yoeman Laura O’Neill of Flushing, 
New York. Michael came into the 
Strong family in 1948, followed by 
Susan four years later. Then life 
took an abrupt change. 

With the’ beginning of hostilities 
in 1953, Roy was sent into combat 
in Korea, where he remained for 
one year. 

After Korea the Strong family 
moved around the U. S. to differ- 
ent duty stations, then Roy was 
discharged in September of 1960. 
He followed a desire of many years 
to ‘“‘come back home,” and the 
Strong family established residence 
in Jackson. 

During his service life Roy had 
once served as Naval R.O.T.C. in- 


versity of Nebraska, and this had 
given him a desire to follow a 
teaching career after retirement; 
but this would be impossible with- 
out education—thus Captain Strong 
became freshman Strong at Hinds, 
where he commutes each day from 
Jackson. After Hinds, Roy plans 
to complete his education at San 
Diego State College in California. 

The Strongs now live at 3265 
Rosemary Street in Jackson. 
Michael is in the 9th grade at 
Peeples Junior High and Susan is 
in the 4th grade at Sykes. Mrs. 
Strong keeps the home fort while 
the rest of the family goes about 
the business of getting an educa- 
tion.

Jackson officials stated that this 
was the largest parade ever held 
in the State of Mississippi.

Mr. Bryant is a grad- 
uate of John Brown University, re- 
ceiving his degrees in airplane and 
engine mechanics. He has also 
taken part in emergency air 
searches and was at one time chief 
inspector for the Jackson Air Base 
during World War II. 


Some of his former students are 
continuing their flying careers. One 
student is presently flying for East- 
ern Airlines and another flying for 
a local executive concern. 


Six students are presently enroll- 
ed in the aviation mechanics class. 
The members of this class are Tom- 
my Jackson, Jackson; Junior Wal- 
lace, Clinton; Jeffrey Simon, Jack- 
son; Jim Kinard, Jackson; Ray 
Pearson, Byram; and Glenis Brax- 
ton, Valley Park.

Experts and observers in avia- 
tion believe that jet aircraft at the 
new Jackson Municipal Airport 
will hinder small places. Small ex- 
ecutive planes and student flying 
craft present hazards to jet air- 
liner take-offs and landings, so 
more planes should be landing at 
the college airport. 


Mr. Bryant welcomes any student 
interested in airplane mechanics 
and the flying school.

Males Stage Raid On Dormitory 


Policemen Arrest 13 Students, 


2 Faculty Members In Mobbing 


After two hours of mad mobbing at Northside Dormitory 
last night, two faculty members and 13 students were arrested 
and hauled off to the Hinds County jail in Jackson. 


Approximately thirty-two sophomore girls and countless 
numbers of male students are being held for questioning. 


Mr. Bill Oakes, hygiene instructor 
and recreational director, and Mr. 
Mike Rabalais, psychology instruc- 
tor, confessed to leading a ‘‘raid’’ 
on the new girls’ dormitory after 
the 10 o’clock curfew. When caught 
in the act, Mr. Oakes excitedly ex- 
claimed, “I was just needing a lit- 
tle recreation.’” Mr. Rabalais calm- 
ly stated, “It was all in fun.” 

Leading the student gang along 
with Mr. Rabalais was sophomore 
class president Rex Carson. Sex, 
as he is known on the campus, was 
at the head of the Southside gang. 
He was arrested along with Dallas 
Walker, William Reeves, and Jerl 
Watkins, who were caught crawl- 
ing up the dormitory trellis. 

Faculty members expressed 
amazement at the list of ‘‘respec- 
table’? students whom the police 
nabbed. Arrested for numerous 
acts, such as slugging policemen 
and teachers, climbing in windows, 
and other questionable deeds, were

Mr. Sum- 
merlin feels that jazz can speak 
in any situation as a valid, artistic 
expression. 


He backs this statement by giving 
a brief description of the back- 
ground of jazz. The first jazz re- 
cordings were made in 1917, al- 
though jazz got its start around 
1900. 


Mr. Summerlin considers the ori- 
gin of jazz from three sources: the 
early church hymns, Negro work 
songs, and early brass bands that 
played for parades (including fun- 
erals). 

Jazz was used as an expression 
of man’s terrible sufferings. 

Through the past years, jazz has 
become known as ‘“‘swing’’ music, 
and it has become popular in night 
clubs. This has led many people to 
be dubious of jazz. 


Mr. Summerlin is a musician — 
a jazz musician. This is his talent, 
his creative work.

Home Economics Department Aids 


Students In Future Living Choices

“The way to a man’s heart is 
through his stomach.” 

Following this old adage, the 
students of the Hinds Junior Col- 
lege home economics department 
strive daily to acquire knowledge 
that will aid them in future home 
planning or teaching. 


Under the direction of Mrs. Rob- 
bie Dukes, the girls work in a 
building constructed in the summer 
of 1953. It is perhaps the most 
beautiful of the furnished units on 
the local campus with its combina- 
tion of classrooms, laboratories; 
and living area. 

The classroom section of the 
building consists of one large room 
divided into two ample classrooms 
by a modern folding curtain. 

In the larger room of the building 
is the home economics general 
room. Containing electric sewing 
machines and modern desks for 
cutting and working space, the 
room is used as the central class- 
room for the department. 

The food laboratory is equipped 
with six kitchen units that will ac- 
commodate twenty-four students. 
There are gas and electric stoves 
and refrigerators in the laboratory. 
Much new equipment is added year- 
ly with the invention and purchas- 
ing of more modern supplies. 


The floors of the building are of 
gray rubber tile. In the kitchen 
proper, the floors consist of grease 
proof tiling to keep dropped foods 
and other articles from leaving 
stains and marks. 


The living area consists of a liv- 
ing room, a bedroom, a dining 
room, and a bath. The living area 
is furnished with modern furniture 
that is used in a number of dif- 
ferent ways. Students are required 
to learn proper techniques for car- 
ing for the furnishings. 

The living room of the unit is 
perhaps the most lavishly furnished 


in the entire apartment. Supplies 


range from coffee tables to com- 
fortable sofas, from thick rugs to 
end tables, and from _ straight 
chairs to hassocks. 


Two years of basic home eco- 
nomics are offered to college stu- 
dents majoring in home economics. 
There are also courses for non- 
majors and students desiring to 
take a course as an elective. 


The Lamplighters Club is the 
home economics club for college 
students. Any girl taking one of the 
courses or interested in this field 
may become a member of the club. 


The club is affiliated with the 
national and state home economics 
associations. President of the group 
this year is Sarah Luckett, home 
economics major from Sharon. 


Through combined theory-study 
and research—which means cook 
and eat it or sew and wear it— 
Hinds coeds are learning the vital 
lessons for future living.

For Post. Office 


President G. M. McLendon 
announced today that the ad- 
ministration is in the process 
of negotiating for post office 


services for the student body 


and faculty of Hinds Junior 
College. 

..Plans are being made to provide 
an independent postal station for 
the college. The new post office 
will be located in the section of the 
recreation hall where men students 
now receive their mail, and it will 
provide complete postal services on 
the regular schedule of any inde- 
pendent postal station. 

During the summer months the 
present recreation hall will be made 
into a part of an expanded and com- 
pletely remodeled student grill, and 
the new post office will be a part 
of this facility. 

Also, the Hinds book store will 
be moved from the library building 
into the new grill, thus giving the 
students a one-stop center for all of 
their needs. 

The new postal facility, provid- 
ing complete postal services for 
the campus of a junior college, will 
be one of a very few in the entire 
nation. 

Related to this significant pro- 
gress will be the fall completion of 
the new library building. Contract 
date for completion of the new 
building is October 3, but the pro- 
ject is running on a schedule which 
may allow completion in Septem- 
ber. 

The new library, one of the most 
modern junior college facilities in 
the South, will be capable of hous- 
ing 40,000 volumes. The present li- 
brary contains 13,000 volumes. 

The building will also contain 
rooms for audio-visual education 
and facilities for various club and 
social functions.

Major James F. Parks, USA re- 
tired, was once the top. banana, 
but now he has been outranked by 
members of his own family.

It didn’t make much 
differnce to me for I did not study 
anyway. About all |! did at night 
when | should have been studying 
was hang around town. There 
wasn’t much else to do, just hang 
around. It was simple pleasure, but 
we enjoyed each others time. 

Money was always scarce but we 
soon got accustomed to that, and 
it was true with everyone. Most 
of us worked at odd jobs when we 
could, but none the less, money 
was a definite luxury. 

I graduated from that small rural 
school in Liberty, Mississippi, on 
April 27, 1957. 

After that I came to Jackson and 
started to college at Hinds. Still 
I had the same unchanneled am- 
bitions and unfulfilled ideals. I con- 
tinued my care-free ways my fresh- 
man year in college so my dad and 
I decided that I should get a full 
time job. We agreed that I was 
wasting time and money. 

I got a job and worked six 
months. I realized that I wasn’t 
getting anywhere so I started to go 
to school at night and work during 
the day. I was fortunate in having 
a good job and was glad that I 
could work and go to school at the 
same time. But, maturity had not 
come. I took nine hours and slept 
during every one of my classes at

least once. Naturally enough, I 
barely passed. 

The following year I was working 
at night so I went to school during 
the day. Maturity was coming. E 
did better; I was taking twelve 
hours and had two B’s and two 
C’s. It was between the first and 
second semester of that year when 
something happened that was to 
shape my entire life and, to a large 
degree, change my whole life. 

On January 20, while enroute to 
school in my car, | had an auto- 
mobile accident. It was rather seri- 
ous and the doctors didn’t know if 
1 would survive or not. | stayed in 
the hospital 27 days. Most of this 


itime was spent in either uncon- 


sciousness or semi-consciousness. 
It was during this time and the 
months after this that I learned a 
great lesson in human understand- 
ing. It was during this period that 


|my family and friends were put 


to the test and were not found 
wanting. It was during this time 
that I learned practically all 
I know of the workings of the Al- 
mighty. 

As a result of this accident I lost 
a precious sense, the sense of sight. 
It was difficult for me at first. It 
was a time of joy, however. It is a 
wonderful thing to feel the things 
that I felt. I soon learned that I 
had gained much more than I had 
lost. Everything in life has a sig- 
nificance. This thing was most sig- 
nificant. 

Here a problem arose and had to 
be overcome if successful existence 
was to continue. We—my God, my 
family, and I—conquered this prob- 
lem. 


I went to a rehabilitation center 


in Little Rock, Arkansas and learn- 
ed how to be blind. I learned that 
it is not really so difficult at all. It 
is a thrill when practically every- 
thing presents a challenge. 

As a result of my blindness | have 
learned to channel my ambitions 
and add to them. | have fulfilled 
some of my ideals and added to 
them. Life is continuing, and | 
have never been happier. 

I am back in college and intend 
to get at least a Master’s degree 
before stopping. Life holds so much. 
I shall try fervently not to miss 
any of it.
